Whether the 
democrats or the people’s party are to have 
the plurajity they are not particular to 
state and probably do not care greatly. 
Harrison carried Colorado by 13,000 and 
Nevada by 1,900. In 1890 the democrats 
elected a democrat to replace Carter in 
the house of representatives, and they have 
a notion that Montana may go democratic 
this fall. They rather expect, too, that 
the alliance will knock out the republicans 
in North Dakota. 

It may be a little difficult for the average 
politician to guess what it means but the 
democrats are making preparations for a 
very hard fight in Ohio. 

The fact that Cleveland carried Tennessee 
in 1888 by a plurality of more than 19,000 
does not discourage the republicans in the 
hope that the third party movement may so 
hurt the democrats in the state AS to give 
the electoral vote to Harrison this fall. In 
the same way they have an idea that they 
may possibly get the electoral vote of 
North Carolina by overcoming Cleveland’s 
1888 plurality of 13,000. They express 
the belief that they could carry Alabama 
also if they could guard against fraud. The 
democrats are somewhat anxious about 
Tennessee. 

The normal democratic plurality in West 
Virginia is so small that the republicans 
are always trying to overcome it, though 
they have not succeeded since 1872. Cleve

BERRY WAS NOMINATED 


After a Very Exciting Contest In Ken 
tucky. 
Cincinnati, September 29.—One of the most 


unusual contests for congressional nomination 
has just terminated at Warsaw, Ky., by the 
nomination of Albert 8S. Berry, of Newport, 


Ky., by the Democratic convention of the 
sixth district. It was a three-days’ struggle 


and 372 ballots were taken.. The leading can- 


didates at the beginning were Berry and 
Theodor Hallam, of Covington. At first the 
race ran even, with three other candidates 


getting a few votes each. The first day’s 
balloting revealed nothing but stubbornness. 
On the second day a vote was adopted to drop 
the lowest candidate, but this had no effect, 


as the delegates continued to vote for the

New York, September 29.—The Evening

In nearly every instance 
there is a difference of jyvo, three or four 
dollars between the face of the tax receipts 
held by citizens and the sum entered on the 
rolis.

THOSE NEW WAR VESSELS 


Will Surpass Any Ships Ever Built of a 
Similar Type. ! 

Washington, September 29.—The two 

vessels for whose construction _ proposals 

were issued yesterday by the navy depart- 


‘ment, will make an.important addition te 


our naval fleet, and: in armor, armament 
and equipment these two sroposed ships 
will equal if not surpass any ship of a 
similar type in existance. Their fighting 
power will be of the first order, and their 
great speed will enable them to run away 
from a ship superior to them in fighting 
ability. Fully equipped and ready for com- 
mission, the two ships proposed to be built 
will cost in the neighborhood of $8,000,- 
000. Congress in the national appropria- 
tion bill of the last sion, authorized the 
construction of these 1 I8, but made no 
appropriation for them.. The battleship will 
cost, exclusive of armament, nearly $4,000,- 
000, and the armored erniser about the 
same amount as her prototype, the New 
York, @r nearly $3,000,000, exclusive of 
her armament. ae 
Plans for the cruiser, which will proba- 
bly be named the Brooklyn, calls for a 
vessel a little longer than the New York. 
Otherwise her general-imensions will be 
about ‘the same. She will be about 400 
feet long on the load Tine, with sixty-four 
feet beam, twenty-three feet craft, 16,000 
indicated horsepower, which should be 
eapable of sending her through the water 
at a speed of twenty knots. Her coal sup- 
ply will ba about 1,700 tons. Her arma- 
ment vill consist. of eightinch brapch- 
loading rifles, twelve five-inch breech-loading 
rapid-fire ri and a strong auxiliary bat- 
tery, of Gatling guna, +ix pounders, and 
terpedo tubes. With her great coal capac- 
ity, it is, thought she will be able to have 
a steaming endurance of 15,000 miles, 
at a ten knot rate, against 13,000 for the 
Ne York. The battle ship will be 360 feet

OUR NEW INDUSTRIES. 


Rapid Strides of the South Toward 
Progress, 
‘Chattanooga, Tenn-., September 29.—The 
Tradesman’s review for the quarter be- 
ginning July 1st, and ending September 
30th, 1892, of new ustries established 
in the southern states, comprising Alaba- 
ma, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
Carolina, Tennermse, Texas, ’ 
West Virginia, shows a: total of 597 new 
industries established as against 827 for the 
corresponding period of 1891 and 832 for 
the corresponding period of 1890. The ag- 
gregate shows a falling off of 182 new in- 
dustries as compared with the second quar- 
ter of 1892. ‘Ihe falling off is accounted 
for by The Tradesman by the unusual 
stringency in business and industrial cir- 
cles consequent upon the extremely low 
price of the last cotton crop, the ef- 
fect of which is now being felt. The 
Tradesman says that there has been a 
great scarcity of ome | money in the south, 
the prevailing disinclination to embark in 
any new enterprise or incur any new obli- 
gation, and the gradual adjustment of val- 
ues which reached an umnatural expansion 
during the real estate boom five years ago. 
Matters, however, are now  readjusting 
themselves, the distribution of money is 
ming more uniform, business is im- 
proving generally in the south, and letters 
received from all portions of the southern 
states indicate a much more hopeful view 
of the situation, and a more promising out- 
look for the next few months. During the 
quarter just ended there have been three 
agricultural impplement works established, 
one in Georgia and two in Texas; seven 
barrel factories have been established, two 
in Alabama, one in Arkansas, two in Ten- 
nessee, one in Texas and one in Virginia. 
Two boot and shoe factories and two 
breweries have been established during the 
quarter, thirteen: brick and tile works, 
fifteen canning factories and n com- 
presses and gins, which are pretty well 
distributed through the different states. 
Forty-nine cotton and woolen mills are 
reported for the quarter, being the same 
number as tio in the corresponding quar- 
ter of 1891 and against seventy-eight for 
the third quarter of 1890. The rapid de- 
cline of land boom companies of the south 
is shown by the fact that only fourteen im- 
provement and development campanies are 
reported for the quarter as against sixty 
for the third quarter of 1891. Only one 
new distillery is reported for the quarter 
this is in Kentucky. The establishment of 
electric light companies continue to be a 
feature*of the development of the southern 
states, twenty-nine being reported for this 
quarter against thirty-three for the same 
uarter of last year and forty-nine for the 
quarter of 1890. Forty-five flour 
and grist mills are reported for the quarter, 


Texas leading with twelve, Vir nine 
and the rest distributed among the other 
states. Notwithstanding the depressed 
condition of the iron market, forty-two 


foundries and machine shops are repo 

and while this is not up to the same quar- 
ters of 1891 and 1890, still, under.the cir- 
cumstances, it is a gratifying showing. 
Hight furnaces are reported for the quar- 
ter, one in Alabama, two in Georgia and 
three in Tennessee, one each in Virginia 
and Texas as against nine for the same 
uarter last year and twenty-seven for the 
third quarter of 1890.

REPOR? OF GERMAN PHYSICIANS, 


Who Have Been Experimenting 
with Remedies. 


SALT WATER IS VERY EFFICACIOUS, 


But sa Remarkable Statement Is Made 
of the Use of Tannin as aGerm 
Destroyer, 


London, September 30.—The Berlin cor- 
respondent of The News says three new 
cases of cholera and one death were re- 
ported in Berlin on Thursday. The cor- 
respondent also says: 

“Professor Rumph, of Eppendorfer hos- 
pital, Hamburg, has reported his experi- 
ence in his treatment of 3,000 cholera pa- 
tients in his institution. He declares 
that all of the various vaunted remedies 
are useless. Among these he includes 
salol, cresol, creasote, lactic acid and hy- 
drochloric acid. An injection of sulphur- 
ic acid and morphia, as suggested by the 
American doctors, he also found to be 
useless. He says the injection of tannin 


was successful. Professor Rumpf con- 


cludes that all methods merely at 
the disinfection of the intestines fail and 
that remedies must be sought that remove 
bacilli from the intestines. He mentions 
a hot bath, hot coffiee, tea, wine, cham- 
paigne and camphor as useful in critical 
cases. He adds an injection of the solu- 
tion of common salt cured 25 per cent of 
the cases so treated. | 


THEY ACTED HASTILY 


In Closing Their Ports to Vessels of the 
United States. 


Washington, September 29.—The embargo 
placed upon American commerce by the 
action of some Central American countries 
in closing their ports to ships from the 
United States is a matter of deep concern 
to the state department. Aside from the 
actual loss to our merchants resulting from 
this action, interruption to the mails is a 
source of vexation. An unreasoning dread 
of the introduction of cholera has led to 
the issue of those troublesome decrees by 
the governments of the south.

WILL BE CUT FOR TOMORROW. 


One of Outlaw Buckalew’s Bullets May 
Yet Oause. the Death of an 
Old Atlantian. 


Hawk Scarborough is in Atlanta once 
more. | 

But he isn’t the game strong, hearty, ro- 
bust man he was a few years ago when: he 
was a familiar figure on Atlanta’s high- 
ways. 

A few years ago Hawk Scarborough was 
one of Atlanta’s best, most prudent and 
popular police officers and there are very 
few people today who will not recall him 
when his name is mentioned. 

But within the next day or two the man 
who so vigilantly watched Atlanta while 
Atlantians were asleep will be an inmate of 
the St. Joseph’s infirmary and—there he 
may die. 

When Mr. Scarborough was a member 
of the Atluata police force Alabama gradu- 
ated her first and greatest outlaw—Buck- 
alew. Unlike Rube Burrows, Buckalew 
was a man who would fight openly, defy- 
ing those pitted against him to do their 
worst. I*or months he overrode the state 
and ran over the Officers and detectives 
who ran after him. His deeds became more 
daring and mofe desperate each day until 
a small fortune was banging over his head. 

At tha} time Scarborough was a member 
of the Atlanta police force with the rank of 
sergeant. He read the accounts of Bucka- 
lew’s outlawry and became infatuated: with 
the idea of capturing him. The fact that 
Buckalew was qpe of the nidst dangerous 
men in the country did not deter Scarbo- 
rough from throwing up his commission and 
resigning from the police force with the 
avowed intention of. running the outlaw 
down. Not long after Scarborough quit the 
force and went into Alabama Buckalew 
cropped up serenely. it was then that 
Scarborough showed his nerve by trailing 
the outlaw fo his lair. But the desperado 
had no idea of being capt and for two 
days hé and Scarborough had an incessant 
fight. Both men were under cover, both 
were well armed and hoth were excellent 
shots, but neither dared expose himself. 
In the fight both men were shot on the first 
day and on the second, when the battle was 
renewed, Buckalew sent a bullet into Scar- 
borough’s chin. which came near ending 
his life. But just as that bullet went into 
the ex-paqliceman’s face he sent one into 
Buckalew’s body which ended his career of 
gutlawry forever. 

Long after Buckalew was buried Scar- 
rough was nursing his wounds. Finally, 
these grew ‘well.and the outlaw’s slayer 
went info the sawmill business in southwest 
Geogia. In his neck somewhere he carried 
one of the outlaw’s bullets and as the weeks 
went by that bullet grew heavier and hard- 
er. Recently it has grown so heavy that he 
can’t carry it longer and now he is here to 
have it cut out. The operation is One full 
of danger, but that same bravery and nerve

rough is with him vet. Tomorrow Drs. 
‘ikin, Nicolson and Olmstead will cut for 
that bajl and. maybe that cutting will end 
Scarborough’s life.

Prices Are |{Better and Sellers Are Quite 
Juabiiant.

The market, so far as spirits are 
concerned, has no appearzuce of improve- 
meit. Heavy receipts in the early part 


of the season destroyed all calculations and. 


increase in the price is about the last thing 
Wwoked for. Few operators have made any 
money this season. A number, perhaps 
have. managed to.pay themselves out of 
their indebtedness to factors, but it has 
been to some extent at the expense of as- 
sets in the shape of timber with which they 
began the season. ‘The supply next season 
will be greatly decreased. Several causes 
will operate to this end. Inethe first place, 
operators will voluntarily decrease their 
crops materially. Then factors will not ad- 
vance the same amounts of money that they 
have done in past seasons, and this will tend 
to keep down productian among those who 
may not be inclined to regard their true in- 
terests by entering into and adhering to an 
agreement to reduce the output.

A POPULAR FALLACY. 
Dr. Orme on the Questiou, “Does Light At- 
. tract Mosquitoes?” 

Atlanta, Ga., September 29.—Editor Consti- 
tution: Notwithstanding the ‘enlightenment 
and iconoclastic tendencies of our. age, the 
number of fallacies entertained, and the per- 
sistency with which they are clung to. is 
surprising. 

If the pupils in our high schools, and even 
our colleges, were asked if the scratch of a 
finger nail, or a pin, or a briar is poisonous, 
there are probably but few who would not an- 
swer in a manner that would show that they 
are imbued with the fallacy that it is. “Of 
course, everybody knows that!’’ would be 
the positive answer, apd the clinching argu- 
ment. So it is with many other misapprehen- 
sions which should be dispelled from the 
minds of the rising generation by the proper 
explanation of facts and the presentation of 
correct information. 

There is probably no error more general 
than the belief that a light in a room at night 
will draw mosquitoes, and many persons who 
wish lights for one purpose and another 
refrain from having them on account of this 
groundless fear. A little observation and re- 
flection will show that however ‘time-honor- 
ed’’ and general is this view, it is not in con- 
sonance with fact. : 

Any one who has read much by a light in 
& room with an open window during summep 
time, has observed that certain insects will 
enter and fly directly to the Nght, darting 


off and back with rapidity, and hovering about 


‘t, seeming attracted and fascinated, and per- 
‘aps dazed by it, untilthey are finally scorch- 
d, or perhaps killed. Has any one ever seen 
such silly behavior as this on the part of the 
mosquito? This insect will sometimes appear, 
making rather for the reader, who is the at- 
traction rather than the light, or flitting List- 
lessly between the eye of the reader and the 
page he is reading—possibly approaching the 
light, but soon vanishing, showing no @is- 
position to return—none of that infatuation 
which carries grief to so many other insects. 
A person seated in the darkest corner of the 
same room is likely to hear and feel more 
mosquitoes than will be seen by the reader 
hear the lamp. 

The mosquito is principally a nocturnal in- 
sect, delighting rather in darkness than in 
light, and is found in closets and the darker 
parts of a room, and behind and about dark 
articles more than in the lighter rooms or 
near the lighter furniture. The best lighted 
and ventilated room of a house day or night, 
is freer than others from these pests. 

One desiring to test the question as to 
whether the mosquito 1s among those insects 
which are attracted by a light, may make a 
crucial experiment, as has been done repeat- 
edly by the writer, for several seasons. All 
observers are aware that insects so attracted 
are found in great numbers about the electric 
lights. The men who attend these lights 
have at times found mutilated and killed vic- 
tims in almost countless numbers—it is scarce- 
ly an exaggeration to say, by the pint. Now 
let the inquirer get one of these attendants 
to procure all of the smaller insects collected 
from the bottom of one or more of the globes 
of these lights, put them upn a piece of white 
paper, and with a pair of fine forceps and a 
good magnifying glass examine carefully all of 
those bearing any resemblance to the mosqui- 
to. Of these there will be found a large num- 
ber of species. Not a mosquito, however, 
(ecrtainly not many) will be found among 
them. After this conclusive test our investl- 
gator, if logical, will probably not deny him- 
self the comfort of a light in his room at night 
from fear of attracting mosquitoes. 

Mosquitoes are not so much afraid of a light 
that they will carefuly avoid it, and in the twi- 
light or darkness they may be found entering 
rooms lighted or unlighted as they rise from 
the grass or weeds or sheltered breeding places 
to parade their destiny; but there is no proof, 
as there is in the case of many other insects, 
that they are attracted by a “‘light.”’ 

To find dispelled some of the frighful or 
incommoding fancies of ignorance is like be- 
ing relieved from an incubus on awaking, 
and it is hoped that reflection upon this small 
but important subject (for small subjects can 
be very important) which affects 80. many, 
may result in-eomfort’to Some of you readers. 

I trust, Mr. Editor, that you may kindly ac- 
cept this slight but seasonable contribution 
in lieu of my opinion, asked, upon the medical 
question presented as to write a @isquisition 
upon such a subject for the daily press is 
something I should not wish to undertake. 
As a subscriber and reader of The Oonstitu-

“ATHENS COMPLAINS 


About the Poor Supply of Water Fur- 
nished the City. 


THE ELECTION TAKES PLACE TODAY. 


And it Will Settle the Question as to 
W hether the System Will Be Im- 
proved—Other Gossip. 


Athens, Ga., September 29.—(Special.)— 
Athens is considerably exercised over the 
water board election which takes place 
tomorrow. It has been claimed for some 
time that the Athens Water Company has 
failed to comply with its contract with the 
city; that the supply of water furnished was 
not up to the contract, and that the quality 
was very inferior, being impure and un- 
safe 

On these grounds bonds to the amount 
of $125,000 were voted early last spring 
for the purpose of building a new system to 
be owned and opefated by the city, but 
owing to irregularities in the management 
of the election the bonds were declared un- 
rated by the supreme court and the city 
was enjoined from proceeding with the 
construction of the waterworks plant. 

Another election was ordered and tomor- 
row the voting will take place. 

The contest is going to be close. The old 
water company is doing all in its power to 
keep the bonds from being rated and some 
dissatisfaction followed the outcome of the 
other election. It is very necessary that 
semething be done, as Athens is in & bad 
way to encounter lots of trouble from the 
quantity and quality of its water supply. 

The bonds should be carried, but if the 
people who love the health and property of 
the city don’t turn out and do something 
they will be lost. 

A Great Error.
